I, chairman of the Adams Coun­ 
ty Soil Conservation District, in 
an address this morning at the 
opening sessions of the spring 
meeting of the Interstate Com­ 
mission on the Potomac River 
Basin at the Hotel Gettysburg.

clared in his report concerning 
the Conococheague in Franklin 
County.

The 97th Refuel­ 
ing Squadron was activated at 
Biggs Air Force Base in 1950 
to extend the range of the Stra­ 
tegic Air Command bombers. 
The outfit, in 1950. became the 
first to use the boom type re­ 
fueling system; in 1952 it sup­ 
ported the first jet fighters 
crossing the Pacific, and in 1966 
set a record for the KC-97 by 
off-loading 63,000 pounds of fuel 
on one mission by one plane. 
In 1953 it set another record 
when one of its KC*9?s became 
the first to fly for more than 
one day by a flight of 27 hours, 
40 minutes.

As a boom operator, engaged 
ta the work of guiding the 
boom through the air to con­ 
nect with the plane to be re­ 
fueled, Plank lies fiat on a 
frame at the rear of his plane 
to be able to tee and maneuver 
the boom to the proper position 
at speeds of 200 miles an bour.

Russia Fears Red China 
Plans Extension Of Its 
Power In Western Europe 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN 
AF Special Corroapondawt 
Moscow displays fear that 
Rad China has a long-range 
plan to smash out of its isola­ 
tion and throw its weight around 
in Western Europe in competi­ 
tion with both the United States 
and the Soviet Union. 
The plan might seem far 
fetched now, but evidently the 
Soviet Communist party is tak 
ing an extremely dim view of 
it, apparently nursing lively 
suspicions that the Chinese are 
up to no good. 
The Soviets describe the Chi 
nese plan as ‘‘the intermediate 
lone theory.” The Soviet Com­ 
munist party’s top theoretical 
journal, Kommunist, denounces 
the entire thing as a serious 
danger to the world Communist 
movement. 
WOO OTHER NATIONS 
The way the Soviets set It, 
the Chinese have decided to re­ 
gard Japan, West Germany, 
France, Britain and Italy as na 
dons under “the bondage oJf 
American 
imperialism” 
and 
therefore are wooing those coun 
tries. 
The implication is that Peking 
is offering future prospects of a 
market of three quarters of 
billion people, and inviting these 
countries to get in on the ground 
floor. 
Peking will remain unim 
pressed by Moscow’s wrath. 
Early this year, Mao Tse-tung 
the Chinese Communist leader, 
talked with visiting politicians 


from France. He is reliably re­ 
ported to have broached the 
idea of a “third world,” even 
to suggesting that some central 
organization be set up for a for­ 
mal beginning. 
Nothing has come of that, and 
nothing may come of it for a 
long time. But Mao’s idea ap­ 
pears to be to start modestly, 
perhaps with Red China and 
France as the nucleus of such 
an organization. 
Japan, West Germany and 
Italy would be approached later 
and perhaps later on even the 
British, if Britain should lose 
what Mao regards as her sub­ 
servience to Washington. Some 
day, also, Latin-Ameriean na­ 
tions and others might be In­ 
vited. 
So the Soviet Communists are 
accusing the Chinese of develop­ 
ing the notion that government 
a1 leaders of France, West Gar 
many, Japan and possibly even 
Britain should be looked upon 
by Communists as potential a1 
lies against the United States. 
Perhaps, by implication, thia 
means 
allies 
against 
Khru 
shchev’s supporters, whom Pe­ 
king calls renegades from com­ 
munism.

mer prisoners. 
"There are two main selling 
points," Holland says. “First, 
the people with whom the John 
Howard Society deals are either 
working or busy looking for 
work during the day. But what 
can they do in the evenings? 
"Here was a chance of oc 
cupying their evenings, giving 
them a new interest and giving 
them an acceptable social out­ 
let.

As Etam talked with two re­ 
porters, Souvanna was in the 
royal capital of Luang Prabang, 
UP miles north of Vientiane, 
conferring with King Savang 
Va than a. Although kept under 
house arrest while in Vientiane, 
Souvanna 
insists he still is 
premier. By asking him to re­ 
sign, 
the junta appeared to 
agree with him that they never 
actually deposed him. 
Also in Luang Prabang were 
U. S., British, French, Soviet, 
Australia and India diplomats, 
who have been trying to get the 
leaders to call off their coup 
and restore the status quo. , 
The United States fears the 
coup, assailed violently in Red 
Chinese broadcasts, will spur 
the Pathet Lao to resume its 
drive to take over this Asian 
kingdom. Laos presumably was 
withdrawn from the cold war 
arena by the 1962 Geneva con­ 
vention setting it up as a neu­ 
tral nation. 
Souvanna flew to Luang Pre 
bang on Tuesday for his second 
meeting with the king since the 
coup. The first meeting Monday 
was inconclusive.

HOPE TO RETAIN 
A&P’S BAKERY

WASHINGTON (AP)—A lead­ 
er in the light against the Su­ 
preme Court’s school prayer de­ 
cision said Wednesday "a frater­ 
nity of cynics” seeks to sever all 
national ties to religion. 
Rep. Frank J. Becker, R- 
N.Y., sponsor of a proposed 
constitutional amendment that 
would permit prayers and Bible 
reading in public schools, urged 
its speedy adoption by Congress. 
Becker was the first witness 
at House Judiciary Committee 
hearings which he has been de­ 
manding ever since the June 
1963 court decision outlawing of­ 
ficial public school prayers. 
MAY CAU. IJS 
At least 60 members of Con­ 
gress and about 75 church and 
public witnesses are expected to 
testify at the hearings, which 
probably will last more than a 
month. 
Becker, who has traveled over 
the country urging support for 
his proposed amendment, and 
who helped stir up one of the 
most massive mail campaigns 
In its favor ever to hit Capitol 
Hill, said the issue raised is the 
most important Congress can 
face. 
“The welfare and the entire 
future of our beloved America 
depend upon how we handle the 
most dynamic tradition in our 
national life—dependence upon 
Almighty God,** he said in a 
prepared statement. 
"TRIBUTE A CRIMI" 
Those who pressed the issue 
that was finally resolved by the 
Supreme Court, he said, are de­ 
termined to “create a feeling 
that a tribute to God in relation 
to the affairs of our nation is 
i misdemeanor, if not a crime 
- Many church leaders have 
flpoken out in opposition to 
Becker's proposed amendment 
Becker did not refer to them, 
hut noting the heavy outpouring 
of mail supporting his position, 
he said: “lf we ignore the com 
pulsion which comes from the 
hearts of the people concerning 
this matter, we will be put in 
the position of throwing off the 
■witch which connects a central 
dynamo to the lights af a great 
nation.** 


NEW YORK (AP) — Officials 
of the Great Atlantic and Pacif­ 
ic Tea Co. have told Pennsylva­ 
nia Gov.
